It was to be expected that Lord Grey's letter would 
cause resentment, both in the White House and in 
the Senate.

Grey conferred 
with Senators on the treaty naturally increase re- 
sentment. His whole procedure is unusual, but what- 
ever his mistakes, the treaty and the League are 
too important to be sacrificed on account of them. 
They are more important than resentment on ac- 
Count of his mistakes, no matter how well justified. 
In short, peace, with the League to conserve it, is 
the one thing vital to the progress and prosperity of 
this country and to the progress and prosperity of 
the world, with which our welfare is inextricably 
bound. 
We believe that the American people want the 
treaty ratified in a reasonable form which assures 
the existence and working efficiency of the League. 
We believe an overwhelming majority want peace 
as quickly as it can be gained through ratification. 
But we do not believe a majority of the people will 
support the President in an obstinate insistence upon 
the treaty as originally written. Nor do we believe 
a majority will support the opposition in any ex- 
treme measure to weaken or nullify the League.
